FOREIGN AND DOMESTIC 


From the Madison Journal. 


Tlie Extra Session—-WJint has been 
,Couc. 


The extra session of the legislature ad- 


journed sine die at 10 o'clock this morning. 
With the exception of an act amendatory 
of the banking law, the measures adopted 
all pertain to the military exigencies of the 
times. 
\Ve subjoin a synopsis of the work 


accomplished by the session : 


" An act to provide a, military force for 


immediate service to aid in protecting and 
defending the 'cbn'stitntion and the. Union " 
authorizes the governor immediately to call, 
•into the service of the state three regiments 
in addition to the three already called for 
by the general government. It further au- 
thorizes him, when these three shall be call- 
ed into the service of the United States, to 
call out two more regiments and hold them 
in readiness for any subsequent demand 
that may be made on the state by the na 
tional government, and soon, daring the 
war, holding two regiments in camp ready 
to be mustered when needed, into the Unit- 
ed States service. 


"An act to provide for borrowing ^money 


to repel invasion, suppress insurrection and 
defend the slate in time of war," 
appoints 


the "governor, secretary of state, _and state 
treasurer to negotiate a loan upon state 
bonds, bearing six per cent, interest, of one 
million of dollars, to be used as a war fund. 
Sixty per cent, of this loan is to be negoti- 
ated for specie; the balance may be ex 
changed for fully secured bank paper. 


These are the leading measures of the 


session. Two acts were passed in regard 
to the maintenance of the families of volun- 
teers, one oppropriating from the war fund 
five dollars per mouth to each lamily, and 
the other authorizing counties, towjis, cities 
&nd villages to levy 'special taxes for the 
same purpose. 
Another act amends the 


law of last session so as to exempt volun- 
teers from civil process as soon as accepted 
by the state. " An act to provide for "the 
payment of discharged volunteers " gives 
such as may have been called into service 
a,nd subsequently discharged, in conse- 
quence of the extension of time for which 
they were called from three months to three 
years, the regular army pay for the time 
they were in service.- 


The sum of $50,000 is'appropriated for 


the purchase of arjns and equipments for 
the state, the purchase to be made by three 
commissioners appointed by the governor. 
A sum not to exceed .$10,000 is appropria- 
ted to pay for extra clerk hire, messengers, 
and other extraordinary expenditures in the 
executive department. 'An act to prevent 
rendering'aid to rebels contains stringent 
provisions for the 'prompt punishment of 
offenses coming within that category. 


Subsequent tp: the passage of the army 


bill authorizing the government to call out 
three more regiments, a bill was passed 
amending it by providing that the section 
Tvhieh restricts the p_ay of regimental offi- 
cers in the service of the state to §125 per 
month, shall not apply to such officers until 
after they have been in the service of the 
state three months. 


The act amending the banking law pro- 


hibits the bank comptroller from receiving, 
after the first of December next, as securi- 
ty for circulating bank .notes, any other 
public stocks than those of the state of Wis-1 
cons'm and the United States. 


* These are all the measures passed, ex 
cept appropriations to the chaplains, and 
to the clerk of the special committee whicli 
reported a bill—that-did not pass—in re- 
gard to re-organizing the militia of the state, 
and the act providing that the expenses of 
the extra session shall he charged against 
the war fund. 
• 


; The joint resolutions which hare been 
signed by the governor were also passed, 
Hz.: authorizing the governor to be absent 
rom the stats during the present war ; rec 
mmending the war-department to form a 
jrigade of Wisconsin volunteers, and ap- 
>oint Gen. Bufus -King to its command ; 
md the resolution.in regard to the assas- 
iinalioa of Col. Ellsworth.

The letter of Carl Bcudon from England, 


which we publish to-day, probably indicates 
truly the feeling of what are called the 
" higher classes " in that country. 
They 


have undoubtedly a sympathy for the class 
in th'e south which lives upon the labor of 
others. It is natural, and we ought not to 
be surprised to witness it. But we hope 
Jjetter things of the people of England.— 
They ought not to take sides wilh the 
"lords of the lash," who despise th'e laborer, 
whether «b.it<3 or black, and would degrade 
him into serfdom. 
When they fully under- 


stand that our rebellion grows out of the 
same great question—the rights of labor— 
which agitates their politics, we believe 
tney will do the north justice. 


The writer speaks of the alteration of the 


Morrill tariff bill as necessary to a change 
in the public opinion of England in rela- 
tion to American affairs. 
While it may be 


necessary to alter tbe present tariff on ac- 
count of its defects, we would not do it to 
please England, or anybody else. Let us 
protect our own "interests'1 as they do. A 
tariff with an especial eye to revenue, will 
ba necessary for a long time, to pay our 
enormous war expenses, and with that a 
moderate incidental protection on a few ar- 
ticles may be necessary: If England can- 
not dc- justice to our holy and righteous 
canse, without dictating the sort of tariff 
we shall have, let her go for Jeff Davis and 
his piratical slave .drivers. 


A Set of Patriots. 


The spirit of patriotism is at fever heat. 


Judging from what we have seen and heard, 
no new political' administration of the gov- 
ernmenteyer gathered around it moreardent 
friends willing to accept, its offices than 
have; clustered about the excutive office in 
Madison to aid in the organization and fur 
nish the supplies of the military force to be 
sent into the army by this state. What is 
peculiarly gratifying is the fact that all these 
men possess a high order of talent—they 
»re not of that class who are competent to 


. serve their country only as privUflls or non- 


commissioned officers in the ranks of the 
army. They are abundantly qualified to 
take the high places—do the headwork— 
engineer the concern. In truth, it is doubt- 
ful whether even their patriotism equals 
their'capacity to do the cause good gener- 
ally and their ability to discharge important 
specific duties. The country, no one need 
fear, will lack for want of integrity, knowl- 
edge or experience. 


The Madison Argus, we are afraid, is a 


little disposed to be captious when it finds 
fault with such an encouraging exhibition 
of love of country and sucn a gathering of 
talent and virtue about, the Commander-in- 
chief.

We 
thiak.we are, ourselves, fit for a Major Gen- 
eral at least, and are ready to leave our 
home duties whenever the President will 
send us a commission and a years' pay in 
advance: '.

CHELTENHAM, Eng., May 11. 


To the Editors of the Evening Post : 


A severe: accident, from the effects of 


which I have not recovered, detains me, 
unwillingly enough, on this side of the At- 
lantic. In this position I have tried to do 
my best for the country by explaining the 
true state of out- affaire to the English pub- 
lic, through such channels of information 
as I could get access to, and it has recently 
struck me that a sketch of theprogiess and 
condition of-English; public opinion might 
not be altogether without value .to you. My 
conclusions are. are. not drawn solely from 
the press,.which, on the whole appears to 
me rather more hostile to us than the na- 
tion is, but also from conversations with 
prominent Englishmen of all parties. 


€ When our/troubles first began, the major- 
ity of Englishman openly, and I believe 
sincerely, regretted them. The reception 
of the Prince of Wales was fresh in their 
recollection, uor, wns the idea absent from 
their minds that America might have been 
of some assistance to them if European af- 
fairs became a little1 more complicated. At 
the first symptoms of secession, strong 
sympathy was expressed for the govern- 
ment ; considering the position of England 
on the slavery question, and how much the 
English have said and written against slav- 
ery, they could hardly do less.tban take our 
side. 


THE EFFECT OF THE MORRILL TAKIFF. 


All this was changed by that thrice'un- 


lucky Morrill tariff. 
There was a veering 


of opinion and expression too sudden to be 
accounted for by principle alone, and giving 
too much reason to those foreigners who 
used to complain (like DeTocqueville) that 
Englishmen would presist in looking at 
everything from a solely English point of 
view. 


Not only was the Times furious against 


us, but the more sedate and aristocratic 
weeklies went to all lengths of invective, 
declaring tbat protection was just as bad as 
slavery, if not worse. It was just after the 
reception of President .Lincoln's inaugural 
that I endeavored unsuccessfully to gain a 
hearing for our side in the Times. 
V/hen 
I had ventured nearly two years ago to ad- 
dress the "Thunderer" on some subjects 
connected with continental politics, my 
communication was received with, all .the 
honors of large type, but now—well, I found 
a place in the columns of the Standard : 
not the first time during tbe last twenty 
years that I have had occasion to remark 
how much more liberal (with some striking 
exceptions) the English "conservatives" are 
toward America than the Enclish " liber- 
als," 


THE COTTON EXPORT DUTY. 


The export duty on cotton partially open- 


ed the Times' eyes, and as actual hostilities 
were slow to begin, the pendulum of opin- 
ion settled after its oscillations into a steady 
belief, founded upon a strong wish that 
there would be a peaceable settlement.— 
This wish had two sources, the one a genu- 
ine feeling of sympathy and sorrow, the 
other a more selfish apprehension lest war 
should interrupt a portion of English trade 
and injure some- English interests.

very night before the belligerent news ar- 
rived I was at a club numbering among its 
members some of the most distinguished 
literary, artistic and political celebrities'in 
London.

POSITION OF THE ENGLISH PRESS. 


And now the weathercock veered once 


more southward, and there was an outcry 
against us as being the oppressors and com- 
mencing a causeless and hopeless was. Only 
three papers stuck to us throughout, for the 
Morning Herald and the Standard are vir- 
tually but different editions of the same 
print, the other two are the Daily News 
and the Sun. 
The Post, the ministerial or- 


gan, had carefully worded and tolerably 
impartial articles, but the semi-ministerial 
evening paper, "the Globe, was and is more 
bitter against us than the Times itself. One 
of its correspondents, who signs himself 


Traveler," and looks very much like' a 


slaveholder in disguise, asserted that the 
city of New York was peopled by 600,000 
Irish and Germans, and only 40,000 native 
Americans, and to this astounding lie the 
Globe would admit no contradiction. From

:being just four days since I left Janesville. 
As I:came over tbe Northern Central road 
I was forcibly reminded of war in its true 
meaning.

Many of the residents 
along the track are strong Union men, and 
many of. them have the stars and stripes 
waving over their houses. But he says that 
there are some bad men beside. He men- 
tioned it as a fact that the - inmates of a 
large ladiea seminary about fifteen miles 
from this city were so rejoiced to see the 
Pennsylvania troops take possession of the 
road, that they rushed out of the building 
to welcome them by waving their handker- 
chiefs in just the clothes they were in the 
habit of sleeping in, (as it was before sun- 
rise,) concealing themselves behind the trees 
and shrubbery.

HEAVT FREIGHT BCSIXESS.—The Milwan. 


kee'ind Mississippi railway is doing a 
heivy freight business from this city, at 
.'this'time. From tea to fourteen freight 
'cars, laden with wheat, depart daily from 
•^TanesFille for Milwaukee. The currency 


troubles at Chicago interfere considerably 
with the wheat trade from this region, and 
consequently Milwaukee is receiving the 
bulk of that business, as well as a large 
proportion of the wholesale grocery trade. 
We learn that the business on the main 
line of the Milwaukee and Mississippi rail- 
way is unprecedented; on account of the 
blockade of the Mississippi river. From 
eighty to ninety car loads a day pass over 
the road from Prairie du Chien, The busi- 
ness of this road was never better, or man- 
aged in a more systematic manner. 


SEWALL'S POINT—is about eight miles 


from Fort Monroe, up James river, on the 
Norfolk side, and must be passed to reach 
the Gosport navy yard. Four miles still 
further up the river is the city of Norfolk. 
The enlargement of the river between Fort 
Monroe and Norfolk consists of Hampton 
Roads.

''A WORD ASO A BLOW.'' 


As we predicted—in editorial parlance— 


no sooner was tho opportunity allowed to 
Virginia to go through with her mock elec- 
tion than the march of invasion mas taken 
up. I was expecting "a word and a blow," 
but did not expect "the blow to come first!" 
The promptness with vwhich Gen.. .Scott 
gave the order to "Forward march i" shows 
just how much importance has been attach- 
ed to this military election of the people of 
Virginia by the cabinet or the commander- 
in-chief, for in reality "there wore several 
thousand federal troops upou "Virginia 
soil" in less time'after the closing.of the 
polls than it would take Mason to count up 
his majorities, much less to publish the re- 
sults.

The telegraph will have advised you of 


the stirring events of yesterday; and no 
doubt other news will reach you before this, 
for thers will be activity in the war depart- 
ment for some time to come.

While I write the bells are tolling as the 
cortege moves with his remains to the rail- 
road depot. You will have heard conflict- 
ing accounts of the circumstances attend- 
ing his murder. I call it murder for the 
facts can place it in no other light. It will 
be gravely assumed that he was "inva.ding 
private rights"—that "a man's house is his 
castle," &c. I have been at some pains to 
get a correct version of the whole proceed- 
ing "from an eye witness." 


The first thing done by the gallant com- 


mander was to raise tha stars and stripes 
upon the city liberty pole proclaiming to 
the citizens who had assembled that he had 
taken possession of the city by order of the 
commauder-in-chicf of the United States 
army. Having done this he repaired to the 
" Marshall House,"' one of the principal 
hotels' of the city, where a secession flag 
was flying, and respectfully requested the 
proprip.tor to remove the hostile ensign, re- 
peating his position and authority as above, 
to which request the proprietor perempto- 
rily refused.

was still standing and evidently conscious 
when the assassin met his fate, but fell anc

This Jackson was the man who headed 


the mob last fall who cut down the Union 
flag at Ocuoquan, nnd who boasted, no 
long since, that he "cut off the ear of John 
Buo'wn when he was taken, down from the 
gallows, and had it nailed up in Jus bar 
room!" 


Let no unavailing regrets be indulged a 


the loss of Ellsworth. The cause can afforr 
the sacrifice.
